Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1948. 

The  statistics  here  submitted  seem  to  call  for  little  comment, 
both  the  birth  rate  and  the  death  rate  being  slightly  lower  than  the 
previous  year. 

The  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  District  is  still  good  and  the 
low  figures  for  diphtheria  shows  the  value  of  immunisation.  The 
incidence  of  whooping  cough  was  somewhat  higher  than  last  year 
and  there  was  a minor  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  in  service  personnel 
in  the  area. 

Apart  from  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  there  were  no  important  changes  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  department  which  need  to  be  recorded. 

The  housing  situation  in  the  District  is  still  acute  but  the  provi- 
sion of  additional  houses  is  constantly  receiving  your  attention  and 
the  work  is  progressing  as  speedily  as  circuinstances  allow. 

I must  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  all  members  of 
your  Public  Health  Staff,  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  other 
Officials,  and  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  goodwill 
and  encouragement  in  my  endeavours.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SANITATION. 


The  Council  are  well  aware  of  the  inefficient  methods  of 
purification  of  sewage  and  the  inadequate  sewerage  of  their  district, 
and  plans  have  been  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  principle  for  the  re-sewering  of  the  larger  parishes  in  the 
area,  viz:  Ruskington,  Billinghay,  Cranwell,  Heckington  and 
Great  Hale.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  work  will  be  commenced 
in  the  very  near  future.  The  builders  in  the  area  have  co-operated 
with  the  department,  and  where  any  doubt  existed  as  to  the  proper 
and  efficient  method  of  draining  new  and  existing  buildings  they 
have  sought  and  accepted  the  advice  given  them.  In  all  cases 
where  new  drainage  was  being  constructed  to  connect  with  public 
sewers  without  proper  disposal  plants,  septic  tanks  have  been 
requested  and  in  no  case  was  any  objection  raised. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  number  of  conversions  of  vault  type  closets  to  water 
carriage  during  the  year  reached  a total  of  49.  The  majority  of 
persons  carrying  out  these  conversions  being  owner-occupiers. 
Only  when  the  proposed  new  sewerage  and  water  schemes  have 
been  carried  out  will  the  Council  be  in  a position  to  request  the 
wholesale  conversions  of  these  types  of  closets. 


SCHOOLS. 

As  reported  in  previous  years  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  the 
schools  in  the  area  are  somewhat  primitive,  and  little  progress 
seems  to  have  been  made  in  remedying  this  fact.  It  is  understood 
that  the  County  Education  Committee  is  giving  the  matter  con- 
sideration. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDERS. 

Several  applications  for  registration  were  received  during  the 
year,  and  in  all  cases  the  proposed  buildings  were  inspected  by  this 
department  in  co-operation  with  the  Milk  Production  Officer  of 
the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee,  and  as  a result,  a satisfac- 
tory type  of  building  has  been  constructed  in  each  case.  In 
addition  many  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  existing 
dairies  and  cowsheds  through  the  efforts  of  your  Sanitary 
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Inspectors.  Careless  producers  were  warned  during  the  year 
regarding  their  non-compliance  with  the  regulations — but  no 
statutory  action  was  in  any  case  required  to  be  taken.

The  number  of  tuberculin-tested  herds  in  the  Rural  District 
is  4,  and  the  number  of  producers  of  accredited  milk  is  6. 

56  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological 
examination. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  has  continued 
to  function  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  The  larger 
parishes,  Ruskington,  Billinghay  and  Heckington  are  serviced 
weckty,  and  the  remainder  of  the  district  fortnightly.  A kerbside 
system  of  refuse  collection  is  adopted.  Several  complaints  were 
received  suggesting  that  a carry-out  system  be  put  in  operation, 
but  the  Council,  after  careful  consideration,  decided  that  this 
system  could  not  be  carried  out  economically.  The  indiscriminate 
tipping  of  refuse  on  the  tips  by  persons  unknown,  has  caused  a 
good  deal  of  trouble  during  the  year,  and  in  order  to  maintain 
these  tips  in  a reasonably  satisfactory  condition,  bulldozers  have 
had  to  be  employed  levelling  same.  Facilities  for  the  garaging, 
maintenance  and  cleansing  of  the  vehicles  used  by  this  department 
are  not  ideal,  and  as  indicated  in  the  report  for  1947,  the  question 
of  a central  depot,  garage  end  store  will  have  to  be  seriously 
considered. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  21  bakehouses  in  the  area  and  these  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  minor  structural  alterations  effected  in 
several  instances.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  these  premises 
was  maintained  at  a high  level. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Only  one  knackers  yard  is  registered  in  the  area  and  the  only 
trouble  occasioned  on  these  premises  was  an  infestation  of  rats 
which  was  satisfactorily  cleared  after  representation  from  the 
department. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

The  number  of  moveable  dwellings  in  the  area  have  increased 
to  12  and  in  all  cases  before  granting  licences  the  Council  have 
satisfied  themselves  that  the  sanitary  arrangements  were  satisfac- 
tory, and  that  an  adequate  and  wholesome  water  supply  is  avail- 
able within  reasonable  distance.  The  majority  of  these  dwellings 
are  of  a proprietory  make  and  although  they  are  far  from  ideal 
homes,  the  occupants  have  shown  initiative  in  solving  their  own 
housing  problems  and  in  these  circumstances  the  Council  have  a 
moral  obligation  to  licence  same.  These  licences  are  granted  sub- 
ject to  application  for  renewal  every  year. 


RAG  FLOCK  ACTS. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  District  requiring  attention  under 
these  Acts. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  meat  supply  of  the  Rural  area  comes  from  the  central 
distribution  depot  which  is  in  the  Sleaford  Urban  District.  All 
meat  is  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Urban  District 
before  being  delivered  into  the  Rural  Area. 

The  inspection  of  cottagers’  pigs  slaughtered  under  Ministry  of 
Food  licences  is  carried  out  on  request,  and  whenever  possible.  It 
is  considered  that  a ioo%  examination  of  these  pigs  should  be 
carried  out  and  that  existing  legislation  should  be  amended  to 
bring  this  source  of  valuable  food  supply  within  the  scope  of  the 
Public  Health  Meat  Regulations  and  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, ^1938. 

Retailers  in  the  district  are  to  be  commended  for  their  co- 
operation with  the  Department.  When  any  doubtful  products  are 
observed  they  contact  the  department  and  request  that  the  articles 
be  inspected.  On  only  one  occasion  were  articles  of  food  taken 
before  a Justice  of  the  Peace  for  condemnation.  This  consisted  of 
ylbs.  of  roast  mutton  and  3lbs.  of  roast  beef.  No  legal  proceed- 
ings were  taken  since  it  was  considered  that  the  fault  did  not  lie 
with  the  purveyor  of  the  meat  but  rather  with  the  inadequate  and 
unsatisfactory  facilities  for  storage  on  his  customer’s  premises. 
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The  following  articles  of  foodstuffs  were  voluntarily  surrendered 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption  after  inspection  by  officers  in  the 
department : —

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REGISTRATION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

There  are  7 fish  friers  and  20  ice  cream  vendors  in  the  area. 

Several  defects  were  found  in  premises  used  as  fried  fish  shops 
and  on  request,  these  were  remedied.  Generally  the  businesses 
were  carried  on  without  complaint  but  in  the  case  of  one  such  pro- 
prietor constant  vigilance  and  action  was  needed  to  keep  his 
premises  up  to  a reasonable  standard. 

There  is  only  one  large  food  preparing  factory  in  the  district, 
and  as  reported  in  previous  years  the  management  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  the  methods  employed  to  ensure  that  food  is  pre- 
pared under  the  most  stringent  hygienic  conditions. 

Only  three  of  the  ice  cream  vendors  in  the  area  manufacture  ice 
cream  on  their  premises  and  these  comply  with  the  Ice  Cream  Heat 
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Treatment  Regulations.  Further,  they  have  been  persuaded  to 
instal  up-to-date  equipment.  There  was  no  cause  for  complaint 
during  the  year.  The  other  vendors  in  the  area  retail  pre-packed 
ice  cream  manufactured  outside  this  Council’s  district. 

It  is  considered  that  legislation  should  be  introduced  for  effect- 
ing the  medical  examination  of  all  persons  engaged  in  the  handling, 
preparation  and  sale  of  food. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 


There  has  been  no  change  in  existing  arrangements  which 
satisfactorily  meet  all  needs.

DISINFESTATION  OF  PREMISES. 

Fleas  were  the  cause  of  six  houses  being  disinfested  and  the 
treatment  given  consisted  of  D.D.T.  residual  spray.  Three  of  the 
householders  concerned  were  given  instructions  to  cleanse,  and 
maintain  in  a cleanly  condition,  their  households  and  effects. 
Several  premises  were  found  to  be  infested  to  a minor  degree  with 
cockroaches,  and  the  occupiers  of  which  were  provided  with  pro- 
prietory powder  which  proved  to  be  successful  in  all  cases.  Two 
other  premises  were  infested  with  bed  bugs  and  were  treated  satis- 
factorily with  zaldecide. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1934. 


This  work,  as  reported  in  previous  years,  is  relatively  easy  since 
most  of  the  shops  in  the  District  are  one-man  or  family  businesses. 
No  action  was  deemed  necessary  during  the  year.  Shops  are  in- 
spected on  occasions  when  your  inspectors  have  reason  to  visit  the 
premises  on  other  business. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

All  tips  in  the  area  were  kept  under  control  by  your  own  work- 
men. Several  large  kills  were  reported  during  the  year. 

In  November,  the  Council  appointed  a Rodent  Operator  who  in 
the  short  time  he  was  employed  during  the  year  proved  that  he  was 
an  efficient  officer. 


OUTWORKERS  PREMISES. 

No  notifications  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories 
regarding  premises  used  for  outworkers. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

A complaint  of  excessive  smoke  from  a food  producing  premises 
was  investigated  and  on  examination  the  chimney  was  found  to  be 
inadequate.  After  structural  alterations  had  been  carried  out  this 
complaint  was  obviated. 


CANAL  BOATS. 

No  canal  boats  are  registered  with  this  Authority  and  therefore 
no  action  was  necessary. 


HOUSING. 

The  Council  are  progressing  as  speedily  as  is  possible  with  their 
housing  schemes  and  during  the  past  year  122  dwellings  were  com- 
pleted and  occupied.  These  consisted  of  22  Airey  type,  12  Swedish, 
34  Traditional  houses,  and  54  former  military  hutments  were  con- 
verted into  temporary  dwellings.  Private  enterprise  was  responsible 
for  the  erection  of  a further  24  houses.  A great  deal  of  repair  work 
was  carried  out  during  the  year  as  a result  of  action  taken  by  the 
Public  Health  Officers,  despite  the  difficulties  of  obtaining  labour, 
especially  for  small  items  of  repair  work.  Many  Rural  houses  are 
badly  in  need  of  repair  and  reconstruction,  and  with  the  present 
low  rentals  and  the  high  cost  of  building  repairs,  etc.,  it  is  difficult 
to  see  how  such  houses  can  be  niade  fit  at  reasonable  expense,  and 
unless  financial  assistance  is  given  to  owners  of  rural  cottages,  the 
financial  burden  will  be  an  impediment  to  a speedy  progress.  The 
Rural  housing  Survey  was  somewhat  curtailed  during  the  year  due 
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to  the  amount  of  more  urgent  work  which  the  department  had  to 
carry  out  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  Survey  will  be  nearing  comple- 
tion by  the  end  of  the  year  1949.  The  position  up  to  the  end  of 
1948  shows  the  large  number  of  houses  considered  unfit  and  the 
low  standard  of  agricultural  dwellings  generally.

PUBLIC  HOUSES,  RESTAURANT  AND  CATERING 
ESTABLISHMENTS. 

All  licensed  premises  in  the  area  have  been  inspected,  and  in  5 
cases  new  sanitary  accommodation  has  been  requested,  the  neces- 
sary work  being  carried  out  during  the  year.  In  4 licensed  houses 
inefficient  and  inadequate  facilities  for  the  washing  and  rinsing  of 
glasses  were  improved  on  request.  Two  cafes  were  requested  to 
provide  more  suitable  facilities  for  the  preparation  of  food.  The 
necessary  work  which  had  been  agreed  was  not  commenced  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

24  defects  were  found  in  factories  and  workshops  in  this  area, 
5 being  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department  by  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories.  In  all  cases,  compliance  with  the  notices  were 
effected  without  recourse  to  statutory  action. 


RIVERS  POLLUTION. 

No  cases  of  rivers  pollution  were  dealt  with  by  this  Council 
during  the  year,  the  County  Council  being  responsible  for  the 
supervision  of  same  in  its  capacity  as  Rivers  Pollution  Authority. 


PUBLIC  VEHICLES. 

It  is  pleasing  that  no  action  during  the  year  was  necessary  under 
this  heading.  As  reported  previously  several  operators  spray  their 
vehicles  with  D.D.T.  at  frequent  intervals.

Instructions  were  given  to  the  occupiers  to  cease  using  the 
shallow  well  at  Scredington.  With  regard  to  the  private  supply  at 
North  Rauceby  instructions  were  given  to  boil  this  water  until  such 
time  as  a chlorinator  had  been  installed,  agreement  having  been 
reached  with  the  owner  to  provide  one.  The  boiling  of  water  from 
the  shallow  well  at  North  Rauceby  was  also  advised.  Further 
samples  from  the  public  supply  at  Wilsford  during  1949  proved  to 
be  of  satisfactory  quality  on  subsequent  examinations. 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  houses  and  estimated 
population  in  each  parish  of  the  Rural  District.  No  accurate  figures 
are  yet  available  of  the  number  of  houses  supplied  by  piped  supply 
in  each  house  but  the  number  of  houses  provided  with  a public 
supply  are  shown.  Asgarby  & Howell,  Brauncewell,  Cranwell  & 
Byard’s  Leap,  Culverthorpe  & Kelby,  North  Rauceby,  Roxholm, 
Silk  Willoughby,  South  Rauceby  and  Temple  Bruer  are  supplied 
from  private  sources.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Local  epidemics  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  occurred  during 
the  year,  no  doubt  as  a result  of  the  high  percentage  of  susceptible 
children  due  to  the  low  incidence  of  these  diseases  during  the  past 
few  years.  Of  the  32  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the 
year  28  cases  occurred  in  service  personnel  stationed  at  an  R.A.F. 
station  in  the  district  where  the  disease  took  the  form  of  a minor 
epidemic.  The  two  cases  of  malaria  occurred  in  R.A.F.  personnel 
returning  from  overseas  to  the  same  military  establishment.
